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Defense and Taxes Big Issues Now 


We might as well face it. There is not 
only little possibility of taxes being reduc­ 
ed, as was the talk of both major political 
parties not long ago, but it is more than 
likely federal taxes will go higher, unless 
some huge cuts a rt made in present ap­ 
propriations. 
Such cuts seem improbably 
with an 
election year coming up and the average 
congressman in such a year does not feel 
like taking a stand against the pressure 
groups in his district which are seeking 
more and more federal aid. 
While now and then there still may be 
some talk of a tax cut, the chances of it 
coming to pass have been greatly altered 
by the fears aroused in the nation’s de­ 
fense situation. 
While there are many wise heads, in­ 
cluding some scientists who have declared 
that we cannot catch up on the Russians 
in progress on missiles and satellites by 
going on a huge increased spending spree. 
we can count on the army of bureaucrats 
around Washington D. C, using all their 
energy in pushing such a program. It 
helps insure their jobs and influence. 
It seems almost inevitable that national 
defense spending will rise somewhat in 
the fiscal year for which the administra­ 
tion is now preparing its budget. 
There is always the necessity of trying 
to get more than we are getting for each 


defense dollar, bul when every dollar has 
been squeezed dry, this may still leave 
some of our additional requirements unfi­ 
nanced, 
We cannot neglect our decisive nuclear 
experiments, and the resulting stockpile 
ot weapons. We may need more jet bomb­ 
ers and fighters. We have to step up mis­ 
sile research and get effective missiles in­ 
to production. We must continue to main­ 
tain a far - flung defensive establishment 
at many outposts around the world. 
To imagine that, in the light of Russia's 
sputniks and missiles, this will cost us less 
money next year than it does now. is to in­ 
dulge in wishful fancy All the signs point 
the other way. 
Furthermore, the business outlook for 
1958 may not be quite as cheerful as was 
thought some months back. If the econo­ 
my tails off a little, tax revenues will not 
come up to the original expectations and 
the prospect of having a federal surplus 
will diminish. 
At worst the situation might call for a 
decision either to increase taxes or go in 
for some deficit financing which would 
boost the public debt, At best, i t would 
seem to call for leaving taxes as they are, 
at least for another year or so. 
The administration may not want to say 
so, but that appears to be the logic of its 
present position.

Nobody a s k s 
them such a question and they 
do not answer. 
They only accuse the U n Red 
States of testing and of planning 
to use bombs to exterm inate the 
human race. 
And so successful has been the 
Russian propaganda that even in 
such countries as Great Britain,

We might as well face it. There is not 
only little possibility of taxes being reduc­ 
ed, as was the talk of both major political 
parties not long ago, but it is more than 
likely federal taxes will go higher, unless 
some huge cuts are made in present ap­ 
propriations. 
Such cuts seem improbabl. with an 
eiection j ear coming up and the average 
congressman in such a year does not feel 
like taking a stand against the pre.ssure 
groups in his district which are seeking 
more and more federal aid. 
While now and then there still may be 
some talk of a tax cut. the chances of it 
coming to pass have been greatly altered 
by the fears aroused in the nation’s de­ 
fense situation. 
While there are many wise heads, in- 
ciuding some scientists who have declared 
that we cannot catch up on the Russians 
in progress on missiles and satellites 
by 
going on a huge increased spending spree, 
we can count on the a r m y of bureaucrats 
around Washington D. C. using all their 
energy in pushing such a program. It 
helps insure their jobs and influence. 
It seems almost inevitable that national 
defense spending will rise somewhat in 
the fiscal year for which the administra­ 
tion is now preparing its budget. 
There is always the necessity of trying 
to get more than we are getting for each 


defense dollar, but when every dollar has 
been squeezed dry, this may still leave 
some of our additional requirements unfi­ 
nanced. 
We cannot neglect our decisive nuclear 
experiments, and the resulting stockpile 
01 weapons. We may need more jet bomb­ 
ers and fighters. We have to step up mis­ 
sile research and get effective missiles in­ 
to production. We must continue to m«in- 
t*iin a far - flung defensive establishment 
at many outposts around the world. 
To imagine that, in the light of Russia’s 
sputniks and missiles, this will cost us less 
money next year than it does now, is to in­ 
dulge in wishful fancy. All the signs point 
the other way. 
Furthermore, the business outlook for 
1958 may not be quite as cheerful as was 
thought some months back. If the econo­ 
my tails off a little, tax revenues will not 
come up to the original expectations and 
the prospect of having a federal surplus 
will diminish. 
At worst the situation might call for a 
decision either to increase taxes or go in 
for some deficit financing which would 
boost the public debt. At best, i t would 
seem to call for leaving taxes as they are, 
at least for another year or so. 
The administration may not want to say 
so, but that appears to be the logic of its 
present position.

The really successful job that 
the Russians have done on us 
kas been to give a big twist to 
the truth, namely, they have suc­ 
ceeded in giving the impression 
that we favor war and that they 
favor peace. 
Every day, the Russian, Chin­ 
ase, Arab, and other radios blare 
accusations against the U n i ted 
States as the nation that wants 
war while Khrushchev is painted 
as a sort of cherubic clown, gen­ 
erally with a glass of liquor in 
hand, whose only ambition is to 
•stablisb a permanent peace. 
Peace is what the entire world 
desires. War only means death. 
The Russians, for instance, test 
bombs all the time. It is only 
when the United Stales tests a 
bomb that a tremendous 
howl 
goes up about the terriors of the 
fall-out and the spiittmg of the 
•arth. 
If the end result of the hydro­ 
gen bomb is so terrible, why do 
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not the Russians stop testing hy­ 
drogen bombs? Nobody a s k s 
them such a question and they 
do not answer. 
They only accuse the U n ited 
States of testing and of planning 
to use bombs to exterm inate the 
human race.

Time and again I have heard 
parents' say: “ W’hen our Johnnie 
is old enough, we’re golnj to send 
him to nursery school.” 
Far too often, I’m afraid, this 
determination 
to 
send 
a pre­ 
school age youngster off to a 
nursery school is simply a de­ 
sire to get him out of the house 
and out of the way. Few win ad­ 
m it it, I realize that. But in many 
families I isuspect this is really 
the case. 
Actually, nursery schools have 
a great value in helping young­ 
sters eventually to become good 
citizens. They do not, however, 
serve as a substitute f o r the 
home and family. They cannot 
take over the duties or respon­ 
sibilities 'Of the parents. 
Just how much 'yalue a nursery 
school will have for any specific 
c h i l d depends upom how t b e 
school is run, the attitude of the 
teachers and parents, and t h e 
age of the child. 
As a rule, it would be inadvis­ 
able to send a child of the age 
of 2 to nursery school and expect 
g'Ood results. At this tender age, 
a y'Oungster needs the help and 
constant love of his 
mother if 
that is at all possible. 
His limited vocabulary makes 
it just about impossible for him 
to make all his needs and wants 
known. Then too, at the age of 2 
he won't want to share his pos­ 
sessions with other children. This 
as you can easily S'oe, m i g h t 
lead to trouble with other k i ds 
at the school. 
Even at the age of 2VSi, the de­ 
mands of a nursery school gener­ 
ally are too much for a child of 
this age to cope with. He couldn't 
cooperate to the degree that is 
necessary for a school to be har­ 
monious. 
After the age of 3, a majority 
of children are ready for nursery 
school. By this time a youngster’s 
vocabulary g e n e r a 1 ly has ad­ 
vanced so that he can assert him­ 
self. 
Also, whether you mothers like 
it or not, by this age your child 
is becoming less dependent upon 
you. He is ready to play w i t h 
other children and p r o b a b ly 
wants a c h a n c e to test his 
strength in physical endeavors.
